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Members told at national convention here 


Catholic press must reflect ‘wounded body’

The theme was “Going Forth with 
Courage” as some 300 Catholic journalists 
met in the diocese for a three-day 
convention, and the words “prophecy” 
and “idealism” were an important part of 
speakers’ vocabularies. 


The convention was held in the mam- 
moth Town and Country Hotel in San 
Diego with masses scheduled at historical 
“Mission San Diego de Alcala and the. 
University of San Diego’s Immaculata 
chapel. 

KEYNOTE SPEAKER Father John Catoir, 
newly appointed head of the Christophers, 


urged the magazine and newspaper 


_ editors and staff members to work to 
spreserve their idealism-and self-respect. 
“=These qualities can be challenged by 
mediocrity and weakness in the human 
element of the church, he said. 

The. priest from the Paterson, N.J., 
diocese is the first. non-Maryknoller to 
head the Christophers, an ecumenical 
mass media organization. 


He urged the journalists to pray to keep

their idealism high and to keep it rooted in 
reality by. accepting human weakness 
without losing hope. - 


“CAN WE continue,” he asked, “to trust, 
to believe, to accept the church when so 
often we find in her members hypocrisy, 
greed, pride, when it seems to make little 
difference for a person to bea Christian in 
this world? 


“We can, but only if we recognize that 
the church is a wounded body of sinful 


_ people...We are an integral part of that 


wounded body.” 


Father Catoir told the journalists to 
consider themselves “messengers of light 
and hope,” but Auxiliary Bishop Juan 
Arzube of Los Angeles urged them to think 
of their role as prophets in another way as 
well. 


THE BISHOP. said that one of the 
primary tasks of Catholic journalists is to 
report “legitimate criticism of and dissent 
from the ordinary teaching of the church.” 


Emphasizing the word “legitimate,” the 
Los Angeles auxiliary said such criticism 
and dissent can be part of the develop- 
ment of doctrine. 


“You and | have a great responsibility 
toward our fellow men... They look to us for 
guidance...|f we are to be effective in our 
respective roles, | believe we need to use 
our talents in a prophetic and positive 
manner.” (Complete text on page 12.) 


HELEN COPLEY, head of a newspaper 
chain which includes two daily news- 
papers in San Diego, echoed the theme of 
prophecy for journalists. Her talk focused 
on freedom, which she called ‘‘the 
ultimate test of our society.” 


“In the final analysis, we of the press are 
not being parochial. when we refer to ‘press 
freedom.’ We could as well speak of 
‘people freedom,’ ” she said. 


Mrs. Copley said the relationship 
between newspaper and subscribers “is a 
partnership born of a unique mission to 
provide daily information—of being both 
historian and prophet... 


“FOR OUR OWN self-preservation, we 
journalists are called to be apostles and 
missionaries for freedom,” Mrs. Copley 
said. 

Freedom of the press was also part of 
the concern of Franciscan Father Alan 
McCoy, chairman of the Conference of 
Major Superiors of Men. He said that 
included among the freedoms of the press 
is “the freedom to preach the full gospel.” 

Giving a homily in Ilmmaculata chapel,

Family life director tells canonists 
_ ‘Annulment mentality has 
emerged among Catholics 


HERSHEY, Pa. (NC)—An official of 


the Detroit archdiocesan Family Life - 


Bureau told a regional meeting of 
canon lawyers he believes that an 


- annulment mentality has entered the 
Catholic community. 


Holy Ghost Father Cornelius Van 
der Poel, director of the Detroit 
bureau and a former missionary in 
Africa, told the Eastern region of the 
Canon Law Society of America that 


there was one annulment for every 10 - 


Catholic marriages in 1976. 


“THAT 1S an indication that in the 
Catholic community there is a state of 
mind to annul when marriage gets 
difficult,” Father Van der Poel said. 


The annulment mentality, said 
Father Van der Poel, ‘fails to see 
marriage as a value to be made vital at 
great sacrifice.” 


People with an annulment mental- 
ity look for marital happiness without 
growing pains, he added. 


“SUFFERING and sacrifice belong 
to the essence of love,” the priest said. 
“It’s unrealistic to excludethem from 
marriage.” - 


According to Father Van der Poel, 
“The major thrust of psychological 
sciences is the individual.” That 
leads, he said, to a ‘selfish develop- 
ment,” rather than development of 
“an integrated self.” _ 


The priest said many people ask, 
“What can our relationship do for 


developing my personality?” They 
should ask instead, “What can my 
personality contribute to the mar- 
riage?” 


THE ATTITUDE conveyed by the 
first question ‘will weaken any 
intimate relationship,’ Father Van 
der Poel asserted. 


“The human relationship is meant 
to be the reflection of God's self-mani- 
festation—self-development through 
reaching out to others. 


“Christ's love asks, How can the 
church be filled with the love of the 
Father?’ and not, What canthelovedo 
for me?” 


“THE INDIVIDUAL can develop only 
to the extent that he can reach out to 
others,” Father Van der Poel said. 


“Marriage,” he continued, “is part of 
the redemptive mystery of Christ's 
self-giving.” According to the priest, 
“Real love means total gift of life, so 
life may be communicated.” 


Marriage tribunal judgments, the 
priest said, “must guide individuals 
and communities to a deeper love of 
Christ.” 


HE ALSO SAID tribunals and 
diocesan family life bureaus should 
exchange insights so family life 
offices can better prepare people for 
marriage. 


“The real sacramentality of mar- 
riage,’ he said, “lies in expressing the 
redeeming love of Christ.” 
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In a pastoral letter read at masses 
throughout Poland April 31, the Polish 
bishops recalled years of church 
persecution and lamented that Pol- 
and still suffers from “imposed 
atheization and secularization.” 


Some 30 Christian scholars met for 
two days at the Graymoor Ecumenical 
‘Institute in Graymoor, N.Y., to explore 
the divisive subject of Christian ethics 
as a possible catalyst in formal 
ecumenical dialogues and a means of 
increasing the church’s credibility in 
society. 


Pope Paul VI said at his general 
audience last week kidnapping of 
Aldo Moro is “sadly symbolic” of 
worldwide threats to life—among 
them legalization of abortion, eu- 
thanasia and drug abuse.

Jesuit-run Boston College refused 
to renew the lease held by the student 
newspaper, The Heights, after the 
paper printed advertisements for 
abortion clinics during the past year. 


Pope Paul’s encyclical ‘“Humanae 
Vitae” (“On Human Life”), most noted 
for its reaffirmation of traditional 
church teaching against artificial 
means of birth control, can also be 
read as supporting the liberation of 
women, according to French Jesuit 
Father Bertrand de Margerie. 


President Jimmy Carter called 


Cambodia ‘‘the worst violator of. 


_ human rights in the world today” and 
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praised international protests against 
Cambodian 
Religious superiors do not have 
permission to allow individual reli- 
gious. to live ‘alone in- apartments 
except .in very specific circum- 
stances, according to the Vatican 
Congregation for Religious. 


The House passed, by a 259-140 
vote, a lobbying disclosure bill op- 
posed by most U.S. church groups, 
which argued that it would create a 
record-keeping burden that would 
discourage lobbying. 
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Rebel traditionalist Archbishop 
Marcel Lefebvre plans to ordain 16 
men to the priesthood, two of them. 
Americans, on June 29. 


Pope Paul on May 7 will beatify 
Mother Marcia Enrica Dominici of the 
Sisters of St. Ann of Providence, who 
died in 1894. 


Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia 
told delegates to a pro-life seminar 
that abortion is not just a Catholic 
concern, saying that respect for life “is 
not an invention of the Catholic 
church or the Catholic hierarchy.” 


The Holy See hopes to finish its 
examination of the U.S. National 
Catechetical Directory by this sum- 
mer. The directory is a set of princi- 
ples and guidelines: for religious 
education in the United States. 


A group of Hispanic Catholic lead- 
ers in New York City have called for 
passage of a Senate tuition tax credit 
bill, saying it would preserve “freedom 
of choice in education.” 


Barbara Thorman, widow of Don- 
ald Thorman, accepts the Catho- 
lic Press Association's highest 
honor, the St. Francis de Sales 
award, on behalf of her late 
husband from CPA president 
Robert Fenton at the CPA con- ~ 
vention in San Diego. Thorman, 
who died in November, was edi- 
tor and publisher of the National 
Catholic Reporter. He was honor- 
ed for his outstanding contribu- 
tion to the development of Catho- 
lic press. 


Citizens of Springfield, Ky., are 
attempting to save the 111-year- 
old St. Rose Priory which is 
scheduled for demolition later 
this year. The present effort is 
almost a repeat of one which took 
place eight years ago when the 
Dominicans announced they were 
going to raze the building. This 
time chances of saving the priory 
do not appear good. 


The present world food situation is

Message of Liturgy Days '78 
‘Liturgy is people sharing their 
experiences of God with others’

Liturgy is people coming 
together with their own 
experiences of the divine 
presence of God and shar- 
ing them with each other, 
making liturgy the prayer of 
the people. 


This was.the keynote 
message of Liturgy Days’78 
last weekend in the north 
and south of the diocese as 
Jesuit Father John Gallen, a 
noted liturgist, inspired 
nearly 400 participants. 


SPONSORED by the dio- 
cesan Center for Liturgy 
and Prayer, Father Gallen 
spoke to some 300 Satur- 
day at the University of San 
Diego and about 70 at the 
Knights of Columbus Hall in 
San Bernardino on Sunday. 


“Liturgy is like music, it 
only exists when people do 
it. Liturgy isn’t just the text, 
book, bread, cup, water or 
oil,” the priest said. 

“But liturgy is people 
with those things sharing 
the reality of their exper- 


iences in the real presence 


of God. 


“GOD REVEALS himself 
in the liturgical experience 
in each other in as muchas 
each of us is the outpouring 
of the Holy Presence of 
Jesus,” Father Gallen said. 


That’s why the mass is 
celebrated, he said. “Cele- 
bration means to revel in 
the experience you're hav- 


_ing of the real presence of 


God.” 


People should be able to 


look in each other's eyes 
and see Jesus and feel the 
touch of others and feel 
Jesus, he said. #

IN MASS there are people 
who “hunger, thirst and 
crave for the presence of 
the Lord all around you. You 
have got to give it to them,” 
Father Gallen stated. 


“It is not a question of 
whether or not you are 
worthy, but if you will do 


it. 


“But we must be having 
some experiences to bring 
with us to mass—we must 
have something to cele- 
brate.” 


'. THE TERM “religious 
experience” has become 
somewhat suspect in the 
present day, usually identi- 
fied with emotionalism, 
Father Gallen said. 

But it is the experience of 
the whole person—intellect 
and emotions, he said. 


It is the ‘‘fullness of 
human experience caught 
up in the embrace of the 
God of mystery who reveals 
himself to us. 


“WHAT DO YOU do to get 
this experience of pre- 
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sence? Nothing,” he said. 
God gives himself to you as 
a gift, the priest added. 


“All religious experiences 
begin with and is carried 
on inthe power of the divine 
touch.” 


Prayer in its largest sense 
is a religious experience, 
Father Gallen said. 


Prayer describes what 
faith is—the experience of 
God, he added. Sharing this 
faith (experience) in the 
community is prayer and 
contemplation, he said. 


“PRAYER is not a human 
word spoken to God. In its 
first instance it is the word 
God speaks to men and 
women. Then it is the 
response we make to him 
while in his presence,” he 
explained. 


“So what shall | do to 
pray?” Father Gallen asked 
rhetorically. ‘Nothing. 
Either it is a gift of the divine 
presence or it is not. 


“The psalmist wrote, ‘Be 
quiet and still and know 


that | am God.’ It doesn’t 
suggest that you sit there in 
silence,” Father Gallen 
said. 


“GOD IS speaking in that 
silence,” he said. “Can you 
hear the word for you? What 
gift of presence does he 
offer you? He is pouring 
himself out for you. Do you 
know how he is embracing 
you? 


“You are the outpouring 
of the Holy One. You are the 
word God speaks in love.” 


At Liturgy Days-south 
Father Gallen was also one 
of seven workshop speak- 
ers. 


WORKSHOP topics in- 
cluded banners and vest- 
ments, sacred dance, chor- 
al music, children’s litur- 
gies, media in liturgy, new 
rite of penance, and adult 
rite of initiation. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher 
presided at Solemn Ves- 
pers sung in the Immacu- 
lata church, concluding 
Liturgy Days '78.

the priest asked. “Can we say we evangel- 
ize unless we are willing to preach and 
write honestly on the values of the 
kingdom for all men and women in this 
world—the values of human dignity, 
freedom, peace, social and racial justice?” 


THE PROPHETIC theme was sounded 
again by Bishop Leo T. Maher of San Diego 
in a mass closing the convention. The 
bishop said that all believers and particu- 
larly Catholic journalists have a respon- 
sibility to prophesy, in the sense of 
announcing the gospel and expanding the 
church. 


“St. Paul told Timothy that God ‘wishes 
all men to be saved and to come to the 
knowledge of truth’... That is your role— 
and what a magnificent role it is. And what 
a responsibility,” Bishop Maher said. 


He said the Catholic press is a vital 
necessity. “Public information is a social 
necessity” within the church and in civil 
society, so “the church needs you. 


“THE CATHOLIC PRESS is forever 
reminding readers that the whole story 
includes more than the secular, more than 
the natural and human—it includes the 
divine.” :

HiS WIDOW, Barbara, accepted the 
award, which is the highest honor given by 
the CPA. : 


The citation called Thorman a man of 
vision and “balance as reporter, commen- 
tator and editor.” Under him, it said, the 
National Catholic Reporter “contributed 
to freedom diocesan editors now enjoy 
through insistence on the reader’s right to 
know what is taking place in the church.” 


In a business meeting at the convention, 
the CPA adopted a five-year plan aimed at 
strengthening the role of member pub- 
lications in their service to the church. 


AT THE MEETING it was announced that 
two new grants from private foundations 
will enable the CPA to complete an 
already-begun study of Catholic press 
readers by the Gallup Poll, Inc. 


CPA members also decided to hold next 
year’s convention in Fort Lauderdale, Fla., 
April 24-27. 


But whether they met in business 
sessions, or in workshops, discussing 
nuts-and-bolts or journalism philosophy, 
the journalists were pointed forward in a 
program designed by James A. Doyle, 
executive director of the CPA, Gerard E. 
Sherry, convention chairman, and South- 
ern Cross editor Deacon Michael New- 
man, local chairman. 


As Sherry said on the first day of the 
meeting, “Weare blazing new trails.”

‘Talk back’ to media 


For the people of God, the annual social 
communications day is an important occasion. 

We have chosen as the theme of this 
message, an examination of the expectations, 
the rights and the duties of the “recipient,” of 
the person, that is, to whom social communi- 
cations are directed. 

The first expectation of “recipients” which 
should be looked at and evaluated is the 
possibility for two-way exchange. 

Responsible collaboration is required from 
the “recipient” himself, who ought to take an 


active part in the formative process of 
communication. 


This means that it is you, dear readers, 
listeners, viewers, who must learn the language 
of the social communications media, however 


difficult that may be, so that you may be in a~ 


position to intervene with effect. 


You must know how to make a good choice 
when deciding what newspaper or book to buy, 
what film you will see, what programs you will 
listen to on radio, or view on television, all the 
time conscious that the choice you make is a 
vote cast for the encouragement and support 
(even actual economic support) of the publica- 
tion or program you favor, and at the same time 


a vote to reject and discourage those whith : 


meet with your disfavor. e 


You must exercise discernment, measuring 


what you receive from the communications 

media with the yardstick of genuine ethico- 
religious values, prizing and accepting the 
positive elements and excluding those which 
are negative. 


Christians, and particularly young people, 
must bear in mind that to use the communica- 
tions media wisely is, in the last analysis, a 
matter of personal responsibility, and that from 
the choice they make, the holiness of their lives 
will depend, as also the integrity of their faith 
and the riches of their culture.—Message for 
World Communications Day, May 7.

Red tape and God and Jesus 


The veritable army of bureaucrats, inspectors, 
-experts and consultants whose efforts circum- 
scribe our lives these days might have changed the 
world if they had been let loose on God and Jesus. 


Recent clippings which have come to me include 
one which shows God trying to create the world in 
today's tangle of red tape. The other shows a 
consultant's report on Jesus and his group. 


First the “report” on the creation of the world as 
recorded in the Congressional Record: 


In the House of Representatives. 


Mr. Jacobs. Mr. Speaker, Mr. Raymond W. 
Hilgedag, attorney at law in Indianapolis, submits 
this for the RECORD: 


God created Heaven and Earth. Quickly He was 
faced with a class action suit for failure to file an 
environmental impact statement. He was granted a 
temporary permit for the Heavenly part of the 
project, but was stymied with a Cease and Desist 
Order for the Earthly part. 


Appearing at the hearing, God was asked why He 
began His earthly project in the first place. He 
replied that He just liked to be creative. 


Then God said, ‘‘Let there be light,” and 
immediately the officials demanded to know how 
the light would be made. Would there be strip 
mining? What about the thermal pollution? God 
explained that light would come from a huge ball of 
fire. God was granted provisional permission to 
make light, assuming that no smoke would result 
from the ball of fire, that He would obtain a building 
permit, and to conserve energy, would have the 
light out half the time. God agreed and said He 
would call the light DAY and the darkness NIGHT. 


_ Officials replied that they were not interested in 


semantics.

THEY WERE A laughing, hospitable 
people, gentle and loving with their 
children—so loving, that all too oftena 
relative was delegated to discipline 
youngsters whose parents could not 
bring themselves to chastise them. 


They were a people who could find 
joy in sunshine and rain, in morning 
mists and in the hot dry breezes that

reasons for laughter. Not the fugitive 
giggle of foolishness or doubt, but the 
quick explosion of mirth, as though 
laughter lurked so near the surface it 
barely needed an excuse to break 
forth. 


IN THOSE DAYS, we were very 
literal in our interpretation of the 
church as the Body of Christ. Pagans, 
however attractive, were, according to 
teachers in our proud parochial 
school, sadly but definitely excluded. 


Even as achild, however, | could not 
escape the conviction that, over and 
above the imponderable and mind- 
shattering qualities attributed to him, 
God really must be credited with 
considerable common sense. 


After due reflection, it became clear 
that my beloved pagans, whatever 
others might believe, while not Christ- 
ian by baptism were surely so in spirit. 


Father Thierry Maertens, speaking 
of the people of God as defined by the 
says “the 
only frontiers recognized are the 
frontiers of humanity itself...Thus a 
dynamic concept of the people of God 
means a dynamic concept of non- 


Christians too. The non-Christian.is a 
man journeying towards Christ.” 

WHY, HE ASKS, have Christians 
been so slow to recognize the in- 
fluence of the Spirit in religious 
experience of non-Christians? We 
might validly ask why we have been so 
slow to recognize the workings of the 
Spirit in our own experience! 

For far too long, | think, we Christ- 
ians have approached our faith like 
bookkeepers instead of artists or 
poets, with little imagination and less 
dynamic expectancy. Even in this 
post-Vatican Il period of expansion, 
we move slowly from our cautious 
legalism and-elitism, to the open 
wonderment and acceptance of a 
community to whom all things are 
possible in God. 

Easter people that we claim to be, 
do we not yet understand—have we 
not yet integrated that reverberating 
cosmic message of redemption? 

WE HAVE NOT yet, apparently, 
developed within ourselves an ade- 
quate theology of expectation to lift 
our vision and stimulate our minds to 
the reality of transcendent experience 
and ever expanding concept of uni- 


versality and brotherhood. 


Christians who have shared the 
fortune of exploring their religious 
insights, side by side with non-Christ- 
ians, cannot help but be aware of how 
this association has helped their 
understanding of the full dimension of 
Christ. 


Every Christian should be open to 
all persons who share his human 
condition, as brothers in the quest for 
spiritual fulfillment. By the same 
token, every Christian community is 
by nature open to others. The front- 
iers, as Father Maertens says, should 
“fall only at the frontiers of humanity, 
and the spirit which animates it 
should be one of absolute catholicity.” 


THIS KIND OF openness and ac- 
ceptance does not rise from an empty, 
gullible permissiveness, but as a 
positive result of an expectancy of 
the fulfillment of God’s plan for all 
men, and an awareness of his contin- 
uing salvific action among us. 


We are what we are by the grace of 
God and it is not within our capacity to 


- deny the probability of reception of 


that grace to anyone else.”

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Pope urges ‘recipients’ 


‘Talk back’ to communicators 
to get best from mass media 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—In his message 
for World Communications Day, May 7, 
Pope Paul has asked the world’s media 
viewers, listeners and readers to “talk 
back” in a constuctive way to com- 
municators. 


Pope Paul asked media audiences to 
prevent mass communications from 
falling into the control of “non-represen- 
tative groups who would thus impose only 
a point of view favorable to their own 
vested interest.” 


THE PAPAL message reminded media 
consumers that their choice of books, 
newspapers, films or programs is “a vote 
cast for the encouragement and support— 
even actual economic support—of the 
publication or program you favor, and at 
the same time. a vote to reject and 
discourage those which meet with your 
disfavor.” 


The theme of the 12th World Commun- 
ications Day, an annual observance 
instituted by Pope Paul, is: “The Receiver 
in Sccial-Communications—His Expecta- 
tions, his Rights, his Duties.” 


“We make an appeal to the Catholic 
press, and to the other media which are 
available to diocesés, parishes and 
religious families, to give their space 


generously to information on social 
communications programs, recommend- 
ing or advising against them, and ex- 
plaining the reasons why they are doing 
so,” the pope said. 


TO ACHIEVE the best from mass media, 
said the pope, “responsible collaboration 
is required from the ‘recipient’ himself, 
who ought to take an active part in the 
formation process of communications.” 


The public must learn the language of 
the media, the pope said, in order to make 
meaningful contrubution to it. 


The pope said he was not advocating 
formation of “pressure groups which 
would merely aggravate the tensions and 
confrontations of the present time.” 


Only “generous collaboration” with the 
mass media by the public will lead the 
media to offer “abundant, carefully 
checked and truthful” information and 
“culturally and spiritually wholesome” 
programming, he said. 


He added that only through collabora- 
tion will the public eradicate “violence, 
eroticism, vulgarity and egoism” from the 
media.

Signatures to get a proposed state 
constitutional amendment “providing 
equal educational opportunity for all 
students” on the November ballot are still 
being collected.

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Sisters help battered wives rebuild lives 


LOS ANGELES (NC)— 
Battered wives, playing 


« children and crying babies 


have replaced troubled 
teenagers as guests at the 
Convent of the Good Shep- 
herd in Los Angeles. 

After new state legisla- 
tion made continued care 
of adolescent girls im- 
practical at Good Shep- 
herd, the order converted a 
portion of the large main 
building into a haven for 
battered women and their 
children. 


ALTHOUGH the nuns ori- 
ginally planned to open the 
shelter in January, they 
welcomed their first guests 
on Nov. 10 in response to 
urgent needs. 


Within 24 hours they had 
17 persons in residence 
and by Christmas there 
were 48. 


“We prefer to keep the 
total at'40,” said Sister Mary 
Lourdes, administrator, 
“but we find it hard to say 
no.” 


STELLA, a young mother 
in her mid-20s, is a typical 
resident. Her alcoholic 
husband has trouble hold- 
ing a job and was suspi- 
cious of her movements. 
He would threaten or attack 
her any time she went out 
alone, even to the laundro- 
mat. 


Referred to Good Shep- 
herd by an older haven in 
Pasadena, the pregnant 
woman arrived with swollen 


lips and bruised body—and 
with her children, aged 5, 3 
and 1. 

At the convent, she 
shares an apartment with 
another family. Each child 
and adult has his or herown 
room, a thrill for many 
accustomed to sleeping 
three to a bed. 


THE “ROOMS” are small, 


~ actually curtained-off cubi- 


cles, but they are private. 
Each apartment has a 
furnished living room, with 
television, and a kitchen- 
ette where the mothers 
cook for their families. 


Each day the sisters bring 
in food, much of it from the 
Christian Workers Move- 
ment Hospitality Kitchen. 


THOSE GUESTS who 
need clothing receive 
garments collected by the 
Missionary Brothers of 
Charity at St. Vibiana Cathe- 
dral. 

Ten Good Shepherd nuns 
now reside at the convent, 
including five who work full- 
time in running the house. 

One, described as an old 
fashioned school marm, 
with two aides teaches 
children from first grade to 
high school.

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Family preparation 


Children absorb religious 
attitudes from parents 


By Mary Jo Tully 


The “Constitution on the Church in the 
Modern World” is only one of the documents 
of Vatican II that affirms and stresses parents’ 
obligation with regard to their children’s 
religious education. 


Some feel that sending a child to parochial 
school or CCD class fulfills this obligation. 
Some parents are reluctant to take part in the 
parish sacramental programs. 


WHILE THEY might effectively escape 
formal involvement in their children’s 
religious and spiritual formation, they cannot 
escape the fact that they are the most 
profound influence in their children’s 
formation. 


Religious attitudes are formed at home long 
before formal religious education and 
doctrine are taught—formation that often 
parents never notice. It may seem farfetched 
to suggest that the child’s prayer life begins in 
the womb, but there is every reason to think 
this is so. 


Consider the parents’ choice of a name for 
an infant. The history of that name will forever 
influence the way it is spoken. 


IF THIS NAME is a source of contention 
between the parents, the name will carry the 
hostility occasioned by its choice. But if the 
name is associated with loving memories for 
both parents that will be conveyed. 


The importance of these factors is realized 
when one considers that prayer is essentially 
the calling of the Lord’s name. If the child’s 
name is spoken with reverence and love, it is 


easier for the little one to repeat this sound 
when calling the names of those he loves. 


As the child grows and prayer becomes 
formal and conscious, his prayer-voice is an 
imitation of the sounds learned as mother and 
father pray over the crib, and as words of 
prayer are uttered at the family table. When 
familiarity is stressed, it is easy for the child to 
think of God as his friend and Jesus his 
confidante. 


THE ATTITUDE of reverence, love and 
familiarity with the Lord’s Prayer, the Hail 
Mary, and the countless favorite and 
traditional prayers of family and Roman 
Catholic tradition is communicated in the 
family long before religious education begins. 


More and more parishes are offering 
programs which involve parents in their 
children’s preparation for first communion 
and penence. Even when this is not done, the 
parents’ attitude toward the sacraments is 
communicated to the child. 


For example, no matter how positive the 
catechist’s approach to the rite of reconcil- 
iation, the child is subtly influenced by his 
parents’ feelings. If parents use the sacrament 
as a club over the child’s head (“Don’t forget 
to tell that to Father in confession!”), the child 


’ will see this occasion of encounter with God’s 


mercy as a discipline rather than an 
expression of God’s love. 


THE FAMILY experience of reconcil-’ 
iation, on the other hand, can enhance the 
child’s understanding and attitude. One of the 
child’s first phrases is “I’m sorry.” Only after 
one sees how sorrow looks can one discover 
how it feels. 


LEARNING TOGETHER—A family 
in a parish religious education 
program engages in a penance 


As the infant discovers a relationship of 
love and discerns. the power he has to 
separate himself from this relationship, he 
discovers the pain of alienation. This 
alienation, then the sharing of forgiveness, 
prepares him to understand his encounter 
with God in the sacrament. 


Even the general feeling the child has about 
the structure of the church is communicated 
in the home. If parents see themselves as a 
unit of the church, children will be able to find 
their place within the parish family. 


THE TURMOIL of the adolescent years 
will be eased by the young person’s feeling of 
belonging to acommunity of believers even as 
he tries to separate himself from the authority 
of the home. Priests, sisters, all the believing 
adults of the parochial structure will 
represent an abiding community ready to 
welcome him as an adult.

cannot tell children that marriage is beautiful 
and holy if they do not see this at home. We 
cannot speak to them of the wonder of God’s 
word if they do not see life as echoing that 
word. 


We can no longer reduce religion to a 
comfortable ritual and define “knowing 
Christ” as knowing the acceptable answers to 
our questions. What parents delegate to 
religious educators is the function of teaching, 
but not the responsibility for total religious 
formation.

Real potential of Christian 
communion not realized

In the 2,000 years of Catholic church 
history the approach to the sacraments has 
been as varied as history itself. The first 
eucharists were house liturgies with all the 
personal, intimate sharing that a domestic 
scene implies. 


By the fourth century the eucharist moved 
to imposing basilicas with all the awe and 
ceremony that large gathering rooms 
suggest. 


YET, WHETHER at domestic table or 
basilica altar, the people felt themselves as a 
Christian community at worship and were 
able to do so in their own language as well as 
by actively sharing in the ceremonies. 
Community sharing and meaningful partici- 
pation characterized the first six centuries of 
Christian worship for the most part. 


But from the seventh up to the 20th 
century, liturgy progressively lost its com- 
munal character and the intimate participa- 
tion of the worshippers. The language froze 
into Latin. 


Clergy took the active roles in the 
ceremonies. Laity assumed the aspect of 
spectators. Trent reformed the liturgy but did 
not restore its communal nature. 


BY THE 19th century and early 20th, 
there emerged a series of reform-minded 
proposals that finally found expression at the 
time of Vatican II. The reform stemmed 
mainly from German theologians, Benedic- 
tine monks and the outstanding liturgical- 
minded popes. 

The German theologians at Tubingen, 
benefitting from the new scientific ways of 
getting at the history of the church, urged 
Catholics to go back to the sources of 
Christianity in the Bible and the Fathers. 

From their own research they found the 
dominant qualities of community and mystery 
forming the substance of early church life. 
Out of their thinking came the new emphasis 
on the church as the Mystical Body of Christ. 


THEY FOUND the Fathers maintaining 
that the body of Christ as eucharist helped to 
build up the church as the body of Christ, 
thus establishing a firm link between liturgy 
and church. 


The Benedictine order brought the full 
weight of its scholarship to capitalize upon the 
insights of the Tubingen theologians. The 
Abbey of Maria Laach turned out a series of 
historical studies that outlined the true nature 
of the development of liturgy through .the 
ages. 


Beuron Abbey recovered the mystical style 
of religious art native to the Byzantine 
church. The French monks at Solesmes 
unearthed and popularized the glory of 
Gregorian chant. 


AND FROM Maredsous, the Belgian 
abbey, the Irish Abbot Marmion produced a 
spirutality built out of the nature of liturgy 
itself. (The American abbeys of St. John at 
Collegeville, Minn., and St. Meinrad’s in 
Indiana amplified the work of their European 
brethren for American Catholics). 


Thus the combination of history, art, music 
and spirituality set a firm stage for the 
ultimate reform of liturgy that would occur in 
the 20th-century church. 


Pius X felt the influence of these many 
movements and helped them along by issuing 
official calls for frequent communion (and 
earlier communion for children at the age of 


reason), thus encouraging a more active 


sharing in the mass. He also supported the 
revival of Gregorian chant and the new 
development of appropriate liturgical music. 


IT WAS Pius XII who provided the major 


policy statement that allowed a thoroughgoing 
reform of the liturgy. In his encyclical, 
“Mediator Dei,” he insisted on active 
participation in the eucharist by all those 
present. 


He urged every Catholic to complete his 
mass with communion. He reminded all 
Catholics of their “priestly” call to worship 
God in Christ through the power of the Spirit. 


With the reform of liturgy now in full swing, 
we can quickly forget how different it was so 
brief a time ago as the Second World War. 
Weekly communion was still not a habit. In 
some cases no communion at all occurred at 
high masses (except for the priest). 


AT WEDDINGS only the couple com- 
muned and at funerals no one communed 
save the clergy. If one sang at low masses one 
probably sang music not connected with the 
meaning of the feast or celebration. Priests 
faced the wall and said everything in Latin, 
only repeating the epistle and gospel in 
English on Sundays. 


Well, the reform has happened. The 
potential for full participation and meaningful 
communal sharing has occured. Per capita 
communion is the highest "it has been since 


; the fourth century. 


The real potential is yet to be realized— . 


more spiritual Catholics, more justice-minded 
Catholics, more loving Catholics. May God's

Father Frederick McManus 


_ A 20th-century liturgist

In June the Notre Dame Center for 
Pastoral Liturgy will present its highest honor 
to Father Frederick R. McManus, vice 
provost, dean of graduate studies and 
professor of canon law at the Catholic 
University of America, Washington, D.C. 


This award says Father McManus 
“brought into a new age of reform the work 
championed by early liturgical leaders of our 
country...He served as a peritus (expert) for 
the Consilium of the Second Vatican Council 
and was a central figure in communicating the 
work of this research to the American scene.” 


STILL YOUNG and dynamic, it seems to 
many that Father McManus has always been 
there: presiding over the North American 
Liturgical Conference long before anyone 
(except possibly Pope John XXIII) dreamed 
of Vatican II, interpreting, explaining, getting 
people to understand that reform of the 
liturgy meant more than the size of vestments 
or other externals, and filing reports from 
Rome at the time of the council telling us what 
to anticipate and when we could expect the 
mass in the vernacular. 


He is recognized as one of the leading 
experts on ‘liturgy in the world, and he 
occupies a similar position with regard to 
canon law. 


Born in Lynn, Mass., in 1923, Father 
McManus studied at Holy Cross College, 
Worcester, Mass., and St. John’s Seminary, 
Brighton, Mass., and was ordained in 1947. In 
1958 he began his long association with 
Catholic Univeristy. 


“THOUGH HE was a canon lawyer, he 
was always interested in liturgy” says Msgr. 
Francis Lally, who knew Father McManus in 
the seminary and is now secretary for social 
development and world peace at the U.S. 


Catholic Conference. 


“Tt seems to me it was providential because 
he could bring a rich, theological experience 
to liturgical development and he was very 
influential. In Boston, everyone thinks of Fred 
McManus as one of those solid, reliable 
churchmen that you can turn to in a variety of 
fields and get sensible, intelligent answers.” 


Father. McManus’ love for the liturgy 
coincided with a great historical development 
that culminated in the Second Vatican 
Council. For many years a strong liturgical 
movement had been going on, particularly in 
Belgium, the Netherlands, Germany and 
France. 


IN AMERICA, too, the steady growth of 
the Liturgical Conference with its annual 
study weeks grew froma handful of members 
to several thousand. This demonstrated that 
interest in reform of the liturgy was not limited 
to Europe. ~ 


“The liturgy. was ‘the first subject to be 


_ examined by the council,” Pope Paul once 


said, “and the first, too, in a sense, in intrinsic 
worth and in importance for the life of the 
church.” But it was the spadework of many 
people throughout the world which made it 
possible for the council to undertake a series 
of liturgical changes that were at once 
innovative and yet in line with the deepest 
traditions of the church. 


Father McManus helped make it happen. 
He was a consultant to the Pontifical 
Preparatory Commission (for the council) 
from 1960 to 1962 and a peritus at all four 
sessions of the council. 


IN JANUARY, 1965, Father McManus 
was named the first director of the U.S. 
bishops’ Liturgy Secretariat. He remained in 
that post for 10 years, guiding the church in 
the United States through the reforms which 
the council had decreed.

Saintly son of postman 


urged daily communion

One of the most amazing, remarkable 
phenomena to occur since Vatican II has 
been the unprecedented number of people 
receiving communion Sunday after Sunday. 


_ Before the council many Catholics were in 

the habit of participating thus fully in the 
eucharistic celebration, but the increase in 
numbers and regularity is noticeable. 


THERE WAS a time when few received 
except around Christmas and Easter. The 
heresy called Jansenism had taken a dim view 
of human nature and, heresy though it was, 
had subtly engendered a feeling that we were 
not worthy to communicate often. This was 
sad. The saintly Pope Pius X took the 
initiative in correcting it. _ 

This extraordinary man was basically an 
ordinary person. His name was Giuseppe 
Sarto, son of the postmaster of the village of 
Riese in Venetia, Italy. 


Born in 1835, the second of 10 children, he 
grew up in poverty. Encouraged by his pastor, 
he went to school at Castelfranco—a daily 
round trip, on foot, of 10 miles. A scholarship 
enabled him to go to the seminary at Padua. 
He was ordained at 23. 


SEVENTEEN YEARS of parish work 
followed, then he was made a canon at 
Treviso. Here his apostolic dedication and 
unselfish charities marked him out for 
distinction and he was appointed bishop of 
Mantua. 


The skill with which we managed a delicate 
situation—two of his towns were in schism— 
moved Leo XIII to name him a cardinal and 
patriarch of Venice. These citizens were 
accustomed. to much pomp and circum- 
stance; the unostentatious simplicity of their 
new archbishop amazed them. 


When Leo XIII died, astormy conclave was - 


held. Half way through, Emperor Franz 


Joseph of Austria-Hungary tried to veto the - 


front runner. But when it was over, Cardinal 
Sarto was elected on the seventh ballot, an 
unlikely choice from the human point of view. 


HIS FAMILY was. undistinguished. He 
was not known for exceptional intellectual 
accomplishments and had no experience in 
diplomatic matters. But the Holy Spirit cares 
not for all this when he discerns qualities more 
than compensating. 


The unhappy affair of the conclave led the 
new pope to call a halt to interference in 
papal elections by a secular power. But at the 


same time he moved closer to a reconciliation 
with the Italian government by revoking, for 
all practical purposes, the ban on Catholic 
participation in national elections. 


He had to deal with an extremely touchy 
situation in France when, in 1905, the 
government reneged on the concordat of 
1801 and launched a concerted attack against 
the church. His reaction was vigorous and 
decisive and, while not appreciated at first by 
many French Catholics, eventually proved 
wise. 


HE CAUSED an uproar with his condem- 
nation of several “errors” lumped together 
under the misleading heading of Modernism. 
Many felt he had overreacted; indeed many of 
the “errors” seem bland today. But he did 
what he felt he had to do under the 
circumstances, and the circumstances were 
different then from now. 


The positive aim of his pontificate was “to 
restore all things in Christ,” and in pursuance 
of this aim he vigorously promoted the 
eucharistic life of the church. To counteract 
infrequent reception of the sacrament, he - 
recommended daily communion, which 
shocked many people. 


He decreed further that children should be 
allowed to receive first communion as soon as 
they attained the age of reason. 


TO BALANCE his emphasis. on the 
sacrament he urged daily reading of the word 
of God in the scriptures. His keen interest in 
scripture led him to establish a commission 
for the critical restoration of St. Jerome’s 
translation of the Bible, the Vulgate; in 1909 
he founded the Pontifical Biblical Institute for 
the training of Catholic biblical scholars. 


He remained unspoiled, down-to-earth, 
concerned for the poor wherever they might 
be. Always the pastor, he preached every 
Sunday. ; 


The elaborate protocol of the papal court 
embarrassed him and he refused to give his 
relatives noble titles. He remarked to an old: 
friend: “Look at how they have me dressed 
up”—and broke into tears. 


HIS HOLINESS was unfeigned. It was his 
outstanding trait and, like everything else 
about him, was matter-of-fact, without show, 
yet powerfully attractive. 


The outbreak of World War I on his 11th 
anniversary broke his heart and hastened his 
death. He fell ill in 1914 and died. In 1954 the 
postman’s son was canonized by Pius XII, and 
the whole world applauded.

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Talking Point—Pursuing truth 


‘Must be room for criticism of church teaching’ 


Auxiliary Bishop Juan Arzube of Los Angeles 
told members of the Catholic Press Associa- 
tion meeting in San Diego last week that one of 
their primary tasks is to report “legitimate 
criticism of and dissent from the ordinary 
teaching of the church.” He spoke at the 
national convention’s opening mass at the 
Basilica of Mission San Diego de Alcala. His 
text follows: 


| believe God wants us to consider life as a 
challenge, a challenge to use in a positive and 
creative way our God given talents. 


You and | have a great responsibility towards our 
fellow men. They look to us for guidance: to you inthe 
communications media and to me as an authority 
figure in the church. If we are to be effective in our 
respective roles, | believe we need to use our talents 
in a prophetic and positive manner. 


A CHARACTERISTIC of a prophet is to point out 
something beforehand, that is before everyone else 
already accepts it or believes it, because we are 
convinced, as a result of prayerful meditation, of its 
validity and truth. | would say that we, Catholic 
editors and bishops, are usually afraid of being 
prophetic and prefer to wait until an issue is perfectly 
“safe” so we can then give it approval and publicity. 


As prophets we must be guided by the two factors 
stressed in today’s gospel: our responsibility to 
render an account on the day of judgment of what 
we say and do, and a confidence in God’s loving 

- concern for us. 


We should continuously look at or study moral and 
theological concepts, liturgical practices, traditional 
points of view, papal encyclicals, bishops’ pastoral 
letters, from different points of view in order to grasp 
the truth more faithfully in accordance with 
contemporary knowledge. 


BY STUDYING contradictory opinions we are 
ultimately going to arrive at a greater conviction that 
one or the other is the truth, because | am convinced 
that the truth always wins out in the end and then we 
can pursue it and teach it with greater conviction. 


A couple of years ago | took theology courses in 
Rome with other bishops from the United States, and 
as a result of them | became more aware, for 
instance, of the different way in which we are to 
accept infallible and. non- -infallible teachings in the 
church. 


AN INFALLIBLE definition represents a point of 
arrival in the development of doctrine, whereas 
ordinary, non-infallible teaching represents a stage 
along the way. An infallible definition is a point of no 
return. On the other hand, history shows us that in 
the process of the development of doctrine, ordinary 
teackag has sometimes had to undergo correction 
and nge. 


The Second Vatican Council itself shows us some 
examples of this. Consider, for instance, the 
difference between Vatican II’s “Declaration on 
Religious Freedom” and the well-known teaching of 
previous popes on the obligation of civil authorities 
in so-called Catholic states to supress the teaching 
of so-called “heresy”. Consider again the difference 
between Vatican Il’s “Ecumenism” and previous 
papal encyclicals such as “Mortalium Animos” of 
Pope Pius XI or even “Mistici Corporis” of Pius XII. 


The question naturally arises: How could such 
development have taken place at Vatican II unless 
theologians and bishops had been free to be critical 
of papal teaching, to express views at variance with 
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CATHOLIC PRESS HOMILY—Bishop Juan 
Arzube, auxiliary of Los Angeles, preaches at 
the Basilica of Mission San Diego de Alcala at 


it, and thus to prepare the ground for the acceptance 
of their views at the council? How can one reconcile 
such necessary freedom to dissent from papal 
teaching with the obligation to give interior assent to 
such teaching. 


IT SEEMS IMPOSSIBLE to believe that such 
development of doctrine as has actually taken place 
through criticisms of papal teaching has taken place 
only through a “sinful” failure of some theologians to 
give the required assent to the papal teaching. 


There must, then, be room for legitimate criticism 
of and dissent from the ordinary teaching of the 


church, given the very real possibility of the 


development of the doctrine by way of correction 
and change of such teaching. To think otherwise is to 
sink our heads in the sand and hinder the work of the 
Spirit. 

The basic fact involved here is that our faculty of 
judgment can give internal assent only to what 
presents itself to our minds as true. The judgment 
is not a free faculty, as the will is. The will can freely 
choose to obey even a command that is manifestly 
absurd, but our judgment is not free to assent to a 
proposition which the grind judges tabe untrue. 


AUTHORITATIVE TEACHING carries with it a 
presumption of its truth, but such a presumption no 
longer has weight in the face of grave reasons to 
doubt the truth of a proposition. 


When we are dealing with infallible teaching, our 
faith in the divine assistance that guarantees the 
truth of infallible definition should be enough to 
resolve any doubts that might arise as to the truth of 
the defined dogma. But in the case of ordinary 
magisterium we have no such guarantee to help us 
resolve grave doubts that might arise. One simply 
cannot give sincere internal assent to a proposition 
in the face of enduring grave doubts as to its truth. 


Under what conditions then, is dissent from

ordinary church teaching legitimate? | submit, under 
the following conditions: 


(1) That those who dissent are competent to have 
an informed opinion in the matter. 


(2) That they have made a sincere and sustained 
prayerful effort to achieve interior assent to the 
teaching, both on the strength of the arguments 
offered for it and on the strength of the authority 
proposing it. 


(3) That, despite such a sincere and sustained 
effort, the reasons for a contrary opinion remain so 
convincing as to make it truly impossible for them to 
give internal assent. . 


- This attitude is not something radical and new but 
in fact is sustained by and goes back to the time 


_ when St. Paul opposed St. Peter, as is told i in Paul’s 


letter to the Galatians 2:11-21: 


...but when Cephas same to ‘Antioch | opposed 
him to his face... and with him the rest of the Jews 
acted insincerely, so even Barnabas was carried 
away by their insincerity. So when | saw that they 
were not straight forward about the truth of the 
gospel, | said to Cephas before them all: ‘If you, 
though a Jew, live like a gentile and not like a Jew 
how can you compel the gentiles to live like Jews?’”’ 


| AM SURE THAT even though Paul opposed Peter 
in this one instance he would not advocate dissent as 
a matter of practice. |, likewise, am not trying to 
promote dissent but rather give a perspective to its 
reality in the church and our responsibility to 
consider it as something positive and constructive 
when it comes from a serious and competent source. 


Time does not permit me to go on, but this should 
suffice to make us realize what a challenge it is to live 
in the 20th century. Let us accept this challenge in 
which God invites us to use our talents in a prophetic 
and positive manner, and thus bring his messege of 
faith, hope and love to all peoples.
